ABSTRACT  OF  THE  REPORT 

The  Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1930,  contains 
notices  of  fifty-nine  alumni  and  former  students  of  the  Semi- 
nary. Fifteen  of  these  should  have  been  in  former  Reports;  but 
the  fact  of  their  death  did  not  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Editor 
in  time. 

The  oldest  was  the  Rev.  Prof.  George  L.  Raymond,  L.H.D., 
who  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-nine  years  and  ten  months.  Ten 
others  had  passed  their  eightieth  year  and  twenty-two  their 
seventieth  year.  The  youngest  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-two 
years  and  seven  months.  The  average  age  of  the  fifty-nine  was 
sixty-seven  years  and  six  months.  The  average  confessional  age, 
as  far  as  obtained,  was  fifteen  years.

GEORGE  LANSING  RAYMOND,  L.H.D., 

Son  of  Benjamin  Wright  and  Amelia  (Porter)  Raymond,  was 
born  September  3,  1839,  in  Chicago,  111.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Reformed  church  of  Owasco  Lake, 
N.Y.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  the  Springside  Boarding  School  of  Auburn,  N.Y.,  and  Phil- 
lips Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  and  he  graduated  from  Williams 
College  in  1862.  He  took  the  first  year  of  his  theological  course, 
1862-63,  in  the  Auburn  Theological  Seminary.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1863  as  a middler,  graduating  in 
1865.  He  was  licensed,  April  5,  1864,  by  the  Fourth  Presby- 
tery of  New  York  (N.S.),  and  ordained,  April  28,  1870,  by  the 
Third  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
Darby  Borough  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  from  June  1869 
until  installed  its  pastor  April  28,  1870,  and  was  released  from 
this  charge  April  14,  1874.  He  was  professor  of  Oratory  in 
Williams  College,  from  1874  to  1881  ; professor  of  Oratory  and 
Aesthetic  Criticism  in  Princeton  University,  from  1881  to  1893; 
professor  of  Aesthetics  in  Princeton  University,  from  1893  to 
1905,  and  professor  of  Aesthetics  in  the  George  Washington 
University  of  Washington,  D.C.,  from  1905  to  1912.  After  this 
he  resided  in  California  for  five  years  and  then  in  Washington, 
D.C.  He  died  July  11,  1929,  in  Washington,  of  bronchial  pneu- 
monia in  the  90th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Princeton, 
N.J.  He  received  the  degree  of  L.H.D.  from  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity in  1883  and  the  degree  of  Litt.D.  from  Williams  College 
in  1888.  He  published  a large  number  of  books.  Among  these 
were:  “Orator’s  Manual,”  1881;  “A  Life  in  Song,”  1886; 
“Poetry  as  a Representative  Art,”  1886;  “The  Genesis  of  Art 
Form,”  1893;  “Art  in  Theory,”  1894;  “The  Aztec  God  and 
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Other  Dramas,”  1900;  “The  Essentials  of  Aesthetics,”  1907; 
“Fundamentals  in  Education,  Art  and  Civics,”  1911.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Authors’,  Century,  and  National  Arts  Clubs  of 
New  York  City  and  of  the  Cosmos  Club  of  Washington,  D.C. 

He  was  married  July  31,  1872,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  Mary 
Elizabeth  Blake,  who  died  December  12,  1925.  One  daughter 
survives  him. 

WILLIAM  WHITE  KNOX,  D.D., 

Son  of  John  Pray  and  Aletta  (Van  Doren)  Knox,  was  born 
December  14,  1842,  in  Utica,  N.Y.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Newtown, 
L.I.,  N.Y.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Flushing  Institute  and  in  the  Classical  School  of 
Freehold,  N.J.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University 
in  1862.  He  then  spent  a year  in  teaching  in  the  school  in  Law- 
renceville,  N.J.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1863, 
he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1866. 
He  spent  the  following  year  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  of 
New  York.  He  was  licensed,  May  3,  1866,  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Nassau  and  ordained,  July  28,  1867,  by  the  same  Presbytery,  be- 
ing at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Woodhaven, 
N.Y.,  and  was  released  from  this  charge  February  1,  1869.  Dur- 
ing this  pastorate  he  supplied  the  First  Church  of  Springfield, 
N.Y.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Huntington,  N.Y., 
from  February  23,  1869,  to  December  1,  1881 ; pastor  of  the 
First  Reformed  Church  of  Bayonne,  N.J.,  from  December  1, 
1881,  to  September  10,  1893,  and  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  New  Brunswick,  N.J.,  from  September  17,  1893, 
to  July  28,  1917.  On  resigning  he  was  made  pastor  emeritus, 
and  continued  his  residence  in  New  Brunswick  until  his  death 
there,  May  3,  1929,  of  paralysis  in  the  87th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Greenwood  Cemetery  of  Brooklyn.  He  re- 
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ceived  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Rutgers  University  in  1894.  He 
was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey  in  1910,  and  a trus- 
tee of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  from  1899  until  his 
death.  He  was  president  of  the  New  Jersey  Children’s  Home 
Society.  He  was  a member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society,  of 
the  New  Jersey  Scientific  Society,  and  of  the  Ministerial  Asso- 
ciation of  New  York. 

He  was  married  November  16,  1870,  in  New  York  City,  to 
Anna  Maria  Van  Santvoord,  who  died  June  28,  1927.  One  son 
and  three  daughters  survive  him. 

SAMUEL  HUNTER  McKOWN, 

Son  of  John  and  Eloisa  (De  Moss)  McKown,  was  born  March 
20,  1842,  in  Gerrardstown,  W.Va.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  College  Church  of  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-three.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Country  School  of  Gerrardstown,  W.Va.,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in  1865.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took 
the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1868.  He  was 
licensed,  February  5,  1868,  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  ordained  July  8,  1869,  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Castle.  He  supplied  the  First  Church  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  from 
July  1,  1868,  until  installed  its  pastor  July  8,  1869,  and  was 
released  from  this  charge  October  21,  1874.  He  was  stated  sup- 
ply of  the  church  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  1876-78;  of  the 
church  of  Mt.  Holly,  N.J.,  1879-81,  and  of  the  church  of  Upper 
Lehigh,  Pa.,  1881-83.  At  this  time  ill  health  compelled  him  to 
give  up  the  active  work  of  the  ministry,  and  he  was  honorably 
retired.  He  resided  in  Gerrardstown,  W.Va.,  from  1883  to  1917, 
and  after  this  in  Martinsburg,  W.Va.,  until  his  death  there, 
February  8,  1930,  of  old  age  in  his  88th  year.  He  was  buried  in 
Gerrardstown,  W.Va.  He  was  unmarried. 
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EDWARD  SCOFIELD  SCOTT,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Martha  (Ogden)  Scott,  was  born  Decem- 
ber 13,  1842,  in  North  Bend,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Vine  Street  Congregational  Church  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Miami  Uni- 
versity and  he  graduated  from  this  University  in  1870.  From 
May  until  September  1869  he  studied  in  the  Danville  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Kentucky.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1870  as  a middler,  he  completed  his  course  there,  graduat- 
ing in  1872.  He  was  licensed,  April  12,  1871,  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Dayton  and  ordained,  June  18,  1872,  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Lima,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of 
Delphos,  Ohio,  and  was  released  from  this  charge  February  28, 
1882.  He  served  the  Broadway  Church  of  Logansport,  Ind.,  as 
pastor  elect,  from  1882  until  installed  its  pastor  April  10,  1883, 
continuing  in  this  charge  until  December  19,  1894.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Winona,  Ind.,  1895-96  and  stated  sup- 
ply of  the  church  of  Reedsburg,  Wis.,  from  1897  until  installed 
its  pastor  May  3,  1899,  being  released  from  this  charge  Novem- 
ber 23,  1903.  He  resided  in  Winona  Lake,  Ind.,  from  1904  to 
1906.  He  continued  his  residence  in  Winona  Lake,  from  1906 
to  1916,  being  Secretary  of  the  Winona  Lake  Assembly.  He 
was  chaplain  of  the  Soldiers’  Home  with  his  residence  in 
Marion,  Ind.,  from  1916  to  1928.  He  died  January  4,  1929,  in 
Evanston,  111.,  of  old  age  in  his  87th  year.  He  was  buried  in 
Oxford,  Ohio.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Miami 
University  in  1892.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  As- 
sembly in  1875  and  1889.  He  served  in  the  Civil  War,  losing  an 
arm,  and  escaping  from  Libby  Prison. 

He  was  married  October  16,  1872,  in  Oxford,  Ohio,  to 
M.  Louisa  Mollyneaux,  who  died  October  20,  1920.  Four  sons 
survive  him. 
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THOMAS  DANLY  SUPLEE,  Ph.D., 

Son  of  Thomas  Paschal  and  Eliza  (Scanlan)  Suplee,  was 
born  April  17,  1846,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Walnut  Street  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Philadelphia,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Saunders  Institute  of  Philadelphia  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1870.  He  was  a stu- 
dent in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  from  1870 
to  1871.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  latter  year 
as  a mid'dler,  he  remained  one  year.  He  then  spent  a year  in 
the  Episcopal  Divinity  School,  Philadelphia.  He  engaged  in 
teaching  in  Easton,  Pa.,  from  1875  to  1876  and  in  Faribault, 
Minn.,  from  1876  to  1877.  He  was  professor  of  Mental  Philos- 
ophy and  English  Literature  in  St.  Augustine  College,  Benicia, 
Calif.,  from  1877  to  1879;  principalof  the  Trinity  School,  Tivoli, 
N.Y.,  from  i879to  1882  ; principal  of  the  Harcourt  Place  School, 
Gambier,  Ohio,  from  1882  to  1885;  principal  of  the  Court- 
landt  School,  Cornwall,  N.Y.,  later  in  Lakewood,  N.J.,  from 
1885  to  1890,  and  teacher  in  Sachs  Collegiate  Institute,  New 
York  City,  from  1890  to  1895.  After  this  he  resided  in  Yonkers, 
N.Y.,  and  then  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  died  May  2,  1928,  in 
Philadelphia,  suddenly  while  asleep  in  the  83rd  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mt.  Moriah  Cemetery,  Philadelphia. 
He  published  a number  of  books.  Among  these  were:  “Frank 
Muller;  or,  Labor  and  Its  Fruits.”  1870;  “Life  of  Rev.  E.  D. 
Saunders,  D.D.,”  1873;  “Analysis  of  Trench  on  Words,”  1878; 
“Life  of  Theodoric  Bland  Pryor,”  1879,  anc*  “Handbook  of 
Civil  Government,”  1883.  He  also  published  a book  of  poems 
under  the  title  of  “Pebbles.”  He  was  a lay  reader  in  the  Episco- 
pal Church  from  1873  to  1876  and  from  1885  to  1890. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  October  1,  1880,  in  Philadelphia, 
to  Mary  Harper,  who  died  August  8,  1889;  (2)  June  21,  1902, 
in  Yonkers,  N.Y.,  to  Matilda  Daugherty,  who  died  January 
8,  1919. 
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JOHN  RAE  BATTISBY,  Ph.D.,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Esther  (Rae)  Battisby,  was  born  April  21, 
1845  in  Kircudbright,  Scotland.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Norwood,  Canada, 
at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Norwood  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  in  1870.  He  then  spent  a year  in  teaching.  He 
was  a student  in  Knox  Theological  Seminary,  Canada,  from 
1871  to  1873.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  latter 
year  as  a senior,  he  completed  his  course  there,  graduating  in 
1874.  He  was  licensed,  February  4,  1874,  by  the  Presbytery  of 
New  Brunswick,  and  ordained,  September  27,  1877,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Chatham,  Canada.  He  was  pastor  of  St.  An- 
drew’s Church  of  Chatham,  Canada,  from  1877  until  1909, 
when  he  retired  and  continued  his  residence  in  Chatham  until 
his  death  there,  July  4,  1928,  of  a stroke  in  the  83rd  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  Newmarket,  Ont.,  Canada.  He  received 
the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  in 
1887,  and  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Queen’s  University,  King- 
ston, Canada,  in  1905.  He  was  moderator  of  his  Presbytery 
several  times  and  once  moderator  of  the  Synod.  He  was  chair- 
man of  the  High  School  Board  of  Chatham. 

He  was  married  May  14,  1878,  in  Newmarket,  Ont.,  Canada, 
to  Eliza  Mellis  Simpson,  who  died  August  10,  1891.  One 
daughter  survives  him. 

WILLIS  WEAVER, 

Son  of  Charles  and  Rebecca  (Stanton)  Weaver,  was  born 
April  25,  1846,  in  Fallston,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Salem,  Ohio,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  High  School  of  Salem  and  in  the  Preparatory  Department 
of  Western  Reserve  College,  in  which  institution  he  was  a 
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student  for  some  time.  He  was  a student  in  the  Western  Theo- 
logical Seminary  from  1871  to  1873.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  the  latter  year  as  a senior,  he  completed  his 
course  there,  graduating  in  1874.  He  was  licensed,  April  25, 
1872,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Mahoning,  and  ordained,  August  5, 
1874,  by  the  same  Presbytery.  He  engaged  in  work  as  a foreign 
missionary  in  Bogota,  Colombia,  South  America,  from  1874  to 
1881.  He  engaged  in  work  as  a home  missionary  in  Parkhill 
and  Tahlequah,  Ind.  Terr.,  from  1881  to  1883.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Mound  City,  Mo.,  1883-85;  stated 
supply  of  the  churches  of  King  City  and  Union,  Mo.,  and 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Union  Star,  Mo.,  1885-89;  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  Panora,  Iowa,  1889-90;  stated  supply 
of  the  churches  of  Coon  Rapids  and  Dedham,  Iowa,  1890-92, 
and  stated  supply  of  the  churches  of  New  Point  and  Graham, 
Mo.,  1892-93.  After  this  he  resided  in  Elm  Grove,  Mo.,  for 
a year.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches  of  Gallatin  and 
Bethel,  Mo.,  1895-96,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  New 
Point,  Mo.,  1896-97.  He  then  resided  in  Elm  Grove,  Mo., 
1898-1901;  in  Tarkio,  Mo.,  1901-08;  in  Forbes,  Mo.,  1908-11; 
in  Sealy,  Texas,  1913-17;  in  Houston,  Texas,  1918-22,  and  in 
Chicago,  111.,  from  1922  until  his  death  there,  August  31,  1929, 
in  the  84th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Houston  in  1908.  He  published  “The  Edwin  M.  Staun- 
ton and  the  Sherman-Johnson  Terms  of  Peace,”  in  1927. 

He  was  married  June  25,  1874,  in  Salem,  Ohio,  to  Anna 
Robertson  Kuhn. 


GEORGE  CONRAD  YEISLEY,  D.D., 

Son  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Sprenger)  Yeisley,  was  born 
January  21,  1849,  in  Baltimore,  Md.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Balti- 
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more,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  privately  and  at  the  Baltimore  City  College,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1870.  He  then  spent 
a year  as  a missionary  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union 
in  Minnesota  and  in  travel  in  Europe.  He  entered  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  1871,  remaining  two  years.  He  was  licensed 
in  the  spring  of  1873  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  North, 
and  ordained,  September  6,  1873,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Holston. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Rogersville,  Tenn., 
from  May  to  October  1873;  assistant  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  from  November  1873  to  November 
1875,  and  pastor  of  the  church  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  from 
December  30,  1875,  to  December  30,  1925,  the  long  period  of 
fifty  years.  Upon  his  resignation  he  was  made  pastor  emeritus 
and  continued  his  residence  in  Hudson  until  his  death  there, 
October  5,  1929,  of  cardio  vascular  renal  disease  in  the  81st 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Hudson  City,  N.  Y.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Princeton  University  in 
1890.  He  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Columbia  for 
ten  years,  and  at  one  time  moderator  of  the  same  Presbytery. 
He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  New  York  in  1894.  He 
published : “History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Hudson, 
N.  Y.,”  1876;  “History  of  the  Presbytery  of  Columbia,  1802- 

1888, ’’  1888;  “Uses  of  the  Imagination  in  Historical  Science,” 

1889.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Political 
and  Social  Science,  of  New  York  State  Historical  Association, 
of  the  New  York  Audubon  Society,  and  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society.  He  was  a member  of  the  University,  Clergy,  and 
Princeton  Clubs  of  New  York,  and  of  the  Princeton  Club  of 
Albany. 

He  was  married  October  15,  1879,  in  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  to 
Catharine  Bushnell  Gaul,  who  died  August  27,  1929. 
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NEWELL  WOOLSEY  WELLS,  D.D., 

Son  of  John  Dunlap  and  Jessie  (Henderson)  Wells,  was  born 
November  29,  1851,  in  Williamsburgh,  N.  Y.  He  made  a pub- 
lic confession  of  his  faith  in  the  South  Third  Street  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Williamsburgh,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  Wilton,  Conn.,  under 
Edward  Olmstead,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1872.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall 
of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1875.  He  was  licensed,  June  29,  1874,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Brooklyn,  and  ordained,  November  4,  1875,  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Otsego,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.  He  was  released 
from  this  charge  July  12,  1881.  He  was  assistant  to  the  pastor 
of  the  South  Third  Street  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  from 
October  8,  1881,  until  installed  as  co-pastor  April  18,  1882. 
He  was  installed  pastor  of  this  church,  October  31,  1903,  and 
continued  such  until  his  death  November  20,  1929,  in  Coopers- 
town, N.  Y.,  of  pneumonia  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Lakewood  Cemetery  of  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Maryville  College,  Tenn.,  in 
1916.  He  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Brooklyn, 
1886-1904;  secretary  of  the  New  York  State  Colonization 
Society,  1905,  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection, 
1916-1918.  He  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Williamsburgh 
Hospital.  He  published  articles  in  literary  and  religious  maga- 
zines and  also  sermons.  He  also  published  a memorial  of  his 
father,  Rev.  J.  D.  Wells,  D.D. 

He  was  married  May  26,  1880,  in  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  to 
Kate  Fuller  Smith,  who,  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters, 
survives  him. 
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EDWARD  MARK  DEEMS,  Ph.D.,  D.D., 

Son  of  Charles  Force  and  Anna  Maria  (Disosway)  Deems, 
was  born  April  22,  1852,  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Church  of  the  Strangers, 
New  York  City,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  school  at  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1874.  He  then  took 
the  first  two  years  of  his  seminary  course  in  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  New  York.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1876  as  a senior,  completing  his  course  there,  and 
graduating  in  1877.  He  was  licensed.  May  7,  1877,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  New  York  and  ordained,  October  28,  1877,  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Colorado,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Longmont,  Colo.,  from  which  he  was 
released,  March  25,  1879.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Church 
of  the  Strangers,  New  York  City,  from  January  to  July  1880; 
stated  supply  of  Westminster  Church,  New  York  City,  from 
November  1879  until  installed  its  pastor,  July  13,  1880,  being 
released  from  this  charge,  February  10,  1890.  His  last  pas- 
torate was  of  the  First  Church  of  Hornell,  N.  Y.,  from  May 
9,  1890,  to  June  8,  1909.  He  was  chaplain  of  the  American 
Seamen’s  Friend  Society’s  Institute,  N.  Y.,  from  September

He  was  moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  in 
1885  and  at  one  time  moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of  Steuben. 
He  was  stated  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  Presbytery  of  Steuben 
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for  ten  years.  He  was  twice  commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly.  He  published : “Index  to  Homiletic  Review,”  V. 
I-XXX,  1896;  “Charles  Force  Deems.  Autobiography  and 
Memoir,”  1897.  This  last  was  written  in  collaboration  with 
Francis  M.  Deems.  He  published  also  “Holy  Days  and  Holi- 
days,” 1902. 

He  was  married  April  17,  1884,  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  to  Virginia 
Watkins  Price,  who,  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  sur- 
vives him. 


JAMES  HARVEY  NESBIT, 

Son  of  Ebenezer  and  Margaret  (Brown)  Nesbit,  was  born 
October  27,  1849,  in  Oakdale,  Pa.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Washington  Academy,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated 
from  Muskingum  College,  Ohio,  in  1874.  He  took  the  first 
year  of  his  theological  course  in  the  Western  Theological  Sem- 
inary, 1874-75.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the 
latter  year  as  a middler,  he  remained  one  year.  He  then 
returned  to  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  completing  his 
course,  and  graduating  in  1877.  He  was  licensed  in  April  1876 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Pittsburgh  and  ordained,  September  10, 
1879,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Saginaw.  He  labored  as  an  evan- 
gelist in  Cumber,  Mich.,  from  1879  to  1881.  He  resided  in 
Bridgeville,  Pa.,  from  1881  to  1887.  At  this  time  he  was  obliged 
to  demit  the  ministry  on  account  of  a throat  trouble.  He 
resided  in  Cumber,  Mich.,  from  1887  to  1898,  and  in  Peters- 
burg, Va.,  from  1898  until  his  death  there,  January  24,  1929, 
of  pneumonia,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in 
the  Blandford  Cemetery,  Petersburg,  Va. 

He  was  married  April  13,  1876,  in  Bridgeville,  Pa.,  to  Mar- 
garet Ann  Coulter,  who  died  May  28,  1919.  One  son  and  three 
daughters  survive  him. 
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JOHN  BARBOUR,  D.D.,  Litt.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Graham  (Foster) ' Barbour,  was 
born  July  12,  1849,  Danville,  Ky.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Mays- 
ville,  Ky.,  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Rand  and  Richeson  Academy  of  Maysville,  Ky., 
and  he  graduated  from  Centre  College  in  1871.  After  this  he 
spent  a year  with  a surveying  party,  a year  at  a law  school  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  two  years  as  general  bookkeeper  in  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Ironton,  Ohio.  He  entered  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  1875,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  and  graduating  in  1878.  He  was  licensed,  May  5,  1877, 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Ebenezer,  and  ordained,  April  26,  1879, 
by  the  same  Presbytery.  From  1878  to  1879  he  engaged  in 
home  missionary  work  in  Greenup,  Ky.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
Twenty-second  Street  Church  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  from  Decem- 
ber 1879  to  November  1881.  He  served  the  church  of  Paxton, 
111.,  as  pastor  elect,  from  January  1882  to  May  1884;  was  pas- 
tor of  the  church  of  Bement,  111.,  from  May  1884  to  June  1888; 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Mankato,  Minn.,  from  June  1888  to 
March  1893;  pastor  of  the  South  Highlands’  Church  of  Bir- 
mingham, Ala.,  from  March  1893  to  April  1898;  pastor  of 
the  church  of  Maysville,  Ky.,  from  May  1899  to  1925,  and 
stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Prestonsburg,  Ky.,  from  1926 
until  his  death.  He  died  November  14,  1929,  in  Pikeville,  Ky., 
of  pneumonia  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in 
the  Cemetery  of  Maysville,  Ky.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Central  University  in  1896,  and  the  degree  of 
Litt.D.  from  Centre  College  in  1919.  He  was  moderator  of 
the  Presbyteries  of  Louisville,  Blommington,  and  Mankato, 
and  also  of  the  Presbytery  of  North  Alabama  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Minnesota  in  1892  and  of  the  Synod  of  Kentucky  in  1904.  He 
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was  a delegate  to  the  Glasgow  meeting  of  the  Pan-Presby- 
terian Council  in  1896.  He  published:  “Ministers  and  Music,” 
being  lectures  he  delivered  to  the  Princeton  Seminary  students. 
He  was  a trustee  of  Centre  College  as  were  his  father  and 
grandfather  before  him.  He  was  honorary  director  and  member 
of  the  Examining  Committee  of  McCormick  Theological 
Seminary. 

He  was  married  August  2,  1883,  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  Mil- 
dred Richeson  Phillips,  who  died  May  27,  1924.  One  son  and 
one  daughter  survive  him. 

BENNINGTON  FITZ  RANDOLPH  CLARK,  M.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Sarah  Ann  G.  (Fitz  Randolph)  Clark,  was 
born  October  13,  1852,  in  Louisburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Spring  Garden  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  privately  in  Philadelphia,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1872  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. After  leaving  the  University,  he  spent  three  years  as  an 
accountant  in  the  employ  of  a railroad  company.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1875,  taking  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  and  graduating  in  1878.  He  was  licensed,  May  6, 
1878,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia.  He  was  never 
ordained.  He  studied  medicine  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, receiving  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  1894.  He  was  a teacher 
in  the  Philadelphia  Polyclinic,  1894-1911.  He  resided  in  Palm- 
erton,  Pa.,  1911-24,  and  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  from  1924 
until  his  death  there,  September  3,  1928,  of  heart  disease  in 
the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Woodlands 
Cemetery  of  Philadelphia.  He  wrote  many  medical  articles  for 
various  magazines. 

He  was  married  September  29,  1897,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
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to  Mariana  de  La  Forest  Fuguet,  who,  with  one  adopted 
daughter,  survives  him. 

EDWARD  TONER  SWIGGETT,  D.D., 

Son  of  Seth  W.  and  Alma  (Wiley)  Swiggett,  was  born  Sep- 
tember 27,  1850,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cin- 
cinnati, at  the  age  of  twenty.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Hughes  High  School  of  Cincinnati.  On  account 
of  ill  health,  he  did  not  enter  a college  but  pursued  his  studies 
under  a private  tutor  before  coming  to  the  Seminary.  He  was 
engaged  in  the  newspaper  business  for  several  years.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1875,  taking  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  and  graduating  in  1878.  He  was 
licensed,  June  5,  1877,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Cincinnati,  and 
ordained,  December  11,  1879,  by  the  same  Presbytery,  being 
at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Morrow, 
Ohio,  from  which  he  was  released,  July  29,  1907.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Reading-Lockland  Church  of  Lockland,  Ohio, 
from  August  15,  1907,  to  January  18,  1915,  and  pastor  of 
Trinity  Church,  Cincinnati,  from  May  10,  1917,  until  his 
death,  December  23,  1929,  in  Cincinnati,  of  arterio-sclerosis  in 
the  80th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Spring  Grove 
Cemetery  of  Cincinnati.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Miami  University  in  1900.  He  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Cincinnati  from  1888  until  his  death ; permanent  clerk 
of  the  Synod  of  Ohio  from  1888  to  1899,  and  stated  clerk  of 
the  same  Synod  from  1899  until  his  death.  He  was  twice  mod- 
erator of  the  Presbytery  of  Cincinnati,  and  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  in  1912.  He  was  temporary  clerk  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  1892  and  1899.  He  published:  “Prophets  and 
Prophecy,”  1878,  and  “The  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio,” 
from  1899  to  1929. 
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He  was  married  August  31,  1880,  in  Morrow,  Ohio,  to 
Eleanor  S.  Mansfield,  who,  with  two  sons  and  one  daughter, 
survives  him. 


ISAAC  HIRAM  CONDIT, 

Son  of  Thaniel  Beers  and  Rebecca  Jane  (Shafer)  Condit,  was 
born  September  8,  1848,  in  Stillwater,  N.  J.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Stillwater,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Presbyterian  Parochial  School  of  Stillwater, 
and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1873.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year, 
remaining  two  years.  From  1875  to  1878  he  was  a tutor  of 
Mathematics  in  Princeton  University.  Returning  to  the  Sem- 
inary in  the  latter  year,  he  completed  his  course  there,  gradu- 
ating in  1879.  He  was  licensed,  April  10,  1878,  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Newton,  and  ordained,  June  11,  1879,  by  the  same 
Presbytery.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches  of  Pleasant 
Grove  and  Lebanon,  Ore.,  1879-81.  During  this  time  he  en- 
gaged also  in  teaching  in  Albany,  Ore.  He  was  stated  supply 
of  the  First  Church  of  Albany  from  September  1881  to  Jan- 
uary 1885;  pastor  of  the  Marshall  Street  Church  of  Elizabeth, 
N.  J.,  from  June  9,  1885,  to  December  19,  1888;  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  of  Stanhope,  N.  J.,  from  June  25,  1890,  to  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1894;  pastor  of  the  church  of  Hagerstown,  Md.,  from 
April  26,  1894,  to  October  7,  1896;  stated  supply  of  the  church 
of  Stillwater,  N.  J.,  from  1896  to  1899;  pastor  of  the  church 
of  Holly  Beach,  N.  J.,  from  July  12,  1900,  to  July  29,  1901, 
and  pastor  of  the  Yellow  Frame  Church  of  Newton,  N.  J., 
from  October  30,  1901,  to  October  1,  1916.  After  this  he 
resided  as  an  evangelist  in  Stillwater,  N.  J.,  until  his  death 
there,  March  5,  1930,  of  chronic  myocarditis  in  the  82nd  year 
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of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Yellow  Frame  Church  Cem- 
etery of  Newton,  N.  J. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  June  15,  1881,  in  Jersey  City, 
N.  J.,  to  Anna  Mclndoe  Whyte,  who  died  March  14,  1889; 
(2)  May  13,  1893,  in  Stanhope,  N.  J.,  to  Hannie  May  Scrip- 
ture, who,  with  one  son  by  his  first  wife  and  two  by  his  second, 
survives  him. 

WILLIAM  STEVENSON  MARQUIS,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  Edgar  and  Mary  (DuBois)  Marquis,  was  born 
October  2,  1853,  in  Kenton,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Elmwood,  111.,  at 
the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  High  School  of  Bloomington,  111.,  and  he  graduated  from 
the  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  in  1876.  Entering  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1879.  He  was  licensed, 
June  11,  1878,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Bloomington,  and  or- 
dained, October  8,  1879,  by  the  same  Presbytery,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Minonk,  111.,  from 
which  he  was  released  June  8,  1884.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
Broadway  Church  of  Rock  Island,  111.,  from  October  2,  1884, 
to  November  30,  1913.  On  retiring  from  this  pastorate,  he  was 
made  pastor  emeritus.  From  1914  to  1919  he  was  an  executive 
at  the  offices  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Chicago.  From 
1926  until  his  death,  he  was  an  executive  of  the  New  Era 
Movement  with  his  residence  in  Montclair,  N.  J.  He  died 
August  19,  1929,  in  Montclair,  N.  J.,  in  the  76th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mount  Hebron  Cemetery  of  Mont- 
clair, N.  J.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Knox  College 
in  1895.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois  in  1905, 
and  was  four  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly. 
He  was  a delegate  to  the  World’s  Missionary  Conference  at 
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Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in  1910.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois  for  twenty- 
two  years.  He  represented  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Waldensian  Church  in  Switzer- 
land, 1910.  He  was  the  associate  secretary  of  the  New  Era 
Movement  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  was  called  the 
“Father”  of  that  movement.  He  was  chairman  of  the  General 
Council  Staff  and  Operating  Committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  1924-26. 

He  was  married  December  21,  1881,  in  Minonk,  111.,  to 
Adelaide  Mary  Bell,  who  died  October  31,  1924.  Two  sons 
and  one  daughter  survive  him. 

NORBURY  WILLET  THORNTON, 

Son  of  Hiram  Willet  and  Elizabeth  Frick  (Norbury)  Thorn- 
ton, was  born  November  20,  1852,  in  Millers'burg,  111.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Monmouth,  111.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  prepara- 
tory studies  were  pursued  in  the  Monmouth  Academy,  and  he 
graduated  from  Monmouth  College  in  1876.  Entering  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1879.  He  was 
licensed,  April  28,  1879,  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
and  ordained,  October  2,  1879,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Iowa 
City.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  of  West  Liberty,  Iowa, 
from  October  10,  1879,  to  August  19,  1884;  was  principal  of 
the  Geneseo  Collegiate  Institute,  111.,  from  September  1884  to 
September  1897;  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Munson, 
111.,  from  October  1890  to  October  1897;  stated  supply  of  the 
church  of  Buffalo  Prairie,  111.,  from  October  1897  to  October 
1903;  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Keithsburg,  111.,  from 
January  1904  until  installed  its  pastor,  October  9,  1907,  being 
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released  from  this  charge  April  13,  1910;  was  pastor  of  Pisgah 
Church  of  Orleans,  111.,  from  September  29,  1910,  to  May  7, 
1912;  field  secretary  of  William  and  Vashti  College,  111.,  from 
1912  to  1914,  and  principal  of  a school  in  Geneseo,  111.,  from 
1914  to  1922.  After  this  he  resided  in  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  until 
his  death  there,  September  7,  1929,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  Long  Beach,  Calif. 

He  was  married  August  14,  1879,  in  Monmouth,  111.,  to 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Garvin,  who  died  October  8,  1928.  Five  daugh- 
ters survive  him. 


SAMUEL  RIDOUT, 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Anne  W.  L.  (Winchester)  Ridout,  was 
born  October  22,  1855,  in  Annapolis,  Md.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Annapolis,  at  the  age  of  twenty.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  St.  John’s  College, 
Annapolis,  from  which  institution  he  graduated  in  1873.  He 
spent  the  next  three  years  as  captain’s  clerk  on  the  S.S.  Alaska. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1876,  remaining  one 
year.  He  returned  for  the  completion  of  his  course  in  1878 
and  graduated  in  1880.  He  was  licensed,  June  8,  1880,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Baltimore,  and  ordained,  January  14,  1881,  by 
the  same  Presbytery.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Church  of  Baltimore,  1880-82.  After  this  he  resided 
for  a time  in  Greenville,  Md.  He  was  dropped  from  the  roll  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Baltimore  at  his  own  request,  June  12,  1883, 
and  joined  the  Plymouth  Brethren.  After  this  he  devoted  his 
entire  time  to  pastoral  work  among  the  Brethren  in  this  coun- 
try, Canada,  and  England.  He  died  February  22,  1930,  in  Balti- 
more, Md.,  of  angina  pectoris  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  Plainfield,  N.  J.  He  wrote  a number  of  books  on 
religious  subjects. 
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He  was  married  in  1883,  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  to  Anna  Eliza- 
beth Ehmann,  who  died  January  1,  1924.  One  son  and  one 
daughter  survive  him. 

LYMAN  WHITNEY  ALLEN,  D.D., 

Son  of  George  Otis  and  Julia  Olds  (Whitney)  Allen,  was  born 
November  19,  1854,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  St. 
Louis,  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  St.  Louis  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from 
Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  in  1878.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  remaining 
two  years.  He  was  licensed,  April  19,  1882,  by  the  Presbytery 
of  St.  Louis,  and  ordained,  June  12,  1882,  by  the  same  Presby- 
tery. He  supplied  the  Windsor  Harbor  Church  of  Kimmswick, 
Mo.,  from  November  1881  to  May  1883;  was  stated  supply  of 
the  First  Church  of  DeSoto,  Mo.,  from  May  1883  to  January 
1885 ; served  the  Carondelet  Church  of  St.  Louis,  as  pastor 
elect,  from  November  1885  to  October  1889,  and  was  pastor  of 
the  South  Park  Church  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  from  October  17, 
1889,  to  October  3,  1916.  He  then  retired  from  active  service, 
residing  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  until  his  death  there,  January  27, 
1930,  of  heart  disease  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Evergreen  Cemetery  of  Elizabeth,  N.  J.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  College  of  Wooster  in 
1897.  He  was  a director  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
1891-1921 ; a director  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Bloom- 
field, N.  J.,  1890-99,  and  president  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  1920-22.  He 
was  the  author  of  books  and  poems  on  religious  and  patriotic 
subjects.  In  1929  he  published  part  of  “an  epic  trilogy”  in  three 
volumes,  including  “The  Commander-in-Chief,”  on  Washing- 
ton ; “The  Emancipator,”  on  Lincoln,  and  “The  Gay  Cavalier,”

on  Robert  E.  Lee  and  the  Confederacy.  A poem  on  Abraham 
Lincoln,  written  in  1895,  earned  the  New  York  Herald  poetry 
prize  of  $1,000. 

He  was  married  three  times:  (1)  September  5,  1880,  in 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  Myra  Irwin,  who  died  March  31,  1900; 
(2)  September  5,  1904,  in  Glen  Ridge,  N.  J.,  to  Mrs.  Phebe  L. 
Le  Massena,  who  died  in  1915;  (3)  September  14,  1921,  in 
Newark,  N.  J.,  to  Nellie  Lange  Campbell,  who,  with  one  son 
and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife,  survives  him. 

WILLARD  SCOULLAR  McEACHRON,  D.D., 

Son  of  Alexander  and  Nancy  A.  (McGeoch)  McEachron,  was 
born  March  17,  1855,  in  Argyle,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  North  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  West  Hebron,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Delaware  Academy,  Delhi,  N.  Y., 
and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1878.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took 
the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1881.  He  was 
licensed,  May  2,  1881,  by  the  United  Presbytery  of  Argyle, 
and  ordained,  December  27,  1881,  by  the  same  Presbytery, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian church  of  West  Hebron,  N.  Y.  He  served  this  church 
as  pastor  until  his  death,  the  long  period  of  forty-eight  years. 
He  died  December  9,  1929,  in  Hebron,  N.  Y.,  in  the  75th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Cambridge,  N.  Y.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Westminster  College,  Pa.,  in  1905. 
He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  New  York  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1909.  He  was  director  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Theological  Seminary  and  a delegate  to  the  Pan-Presby- 
terian Council  in  1899. 

Pie  was  twice  married:  (1)  October  14,  1885,  in  Cambridge, 
N.  Y.,  to  Carrie  Patton  Harsha,  who  died  October  8,  1889; 
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(2)  January  18,  1922,  in  Belcher,  N.  Y.,  to  Cora  Shields,  who, 
with  one  son  by  his  first  wife,  survives  him. 

HENRY  PEACHEY  WILBER,  D.D., 

Son  of  Francis  Augustus  and  Faville  (Peachey)  Wilber,  was 
born  June  14,  1855,  in  Elyria,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Wabash,  Ind.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Wabash  Academy  and  in  the  Central  Col- 
lege Academy,  Ohio,  and  he  graduated  from  the  College  of 
Wooster  in  1877.  He  then  spent  one  year  in  teaching  in  the 
Central  College  Academy.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1878,  remaining  one  year.  He  was  licensed  in  October 
1883  by  the  Presbytery  of  South  Dakota,  and  became  stated 
supply  of  the  church  of  St.  Lawrence,  S.  Dak.,  from  1883  to 
1884.  He  was  professor  of  Latin  in  Pierre  University,  S.  Dak., 
from  1885  to  1886.  The  latter  year  he  entered  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  New  York,  remaining  two  years,  and  gradu- 
ating in  1888.  He  was  ordained,  October  5,  1888,  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Central  Dakota.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church 
of  Rapid  City,  S.  Dak.,  from  October  1888  until  installed  its 
pastor,  April  5,  1891,  and  was  released  from  this  charge, 
December  18,  1892;  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches  of 
San  Fernando  and  Newhall,  Calif.,  from  January  1893  to 
September  1898;  he  was  professor  of  Latin  in  Occidental  Col- 
lege, from  September  1898  to  June  1899,  and  stated  supply  of 
the  church  of  Santa  Monica,  Calif.,  from  Lebruary  1900  until 
installed  its  pastor,  April  23,  1902,  and  was  released  from  this 
charge,  September  27,  1907.  After  this  he  resided  in  Santa 
Monica,  Coronado,  La  Crescenta,  and  again  in  Santa  Monica, 
Calif.  He  supplied  the  church  of  Coronado,  Calif.,  from  1909 
to  1914,  and  the  church  of  La  Crescenta,  Calif.,  from  1920  to 
1921.  He  died  March  11,  1927,  in  Santa  Monica,  Calif.,  of 
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pneumonia  in  the  72nd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in 
Santa  Monica.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Wooster  in  1903. 

He  was  married  April  26,  1924,  in  Santa  Monica,  Calif.,  to 
Kate  Blackhurst,  who  survives  him. 

GEORGE  WILLIAM  KERSHNER, 

Son  of  George  and  Catherine  (Bridegaur)  Kershner,  was 
born  October  31,  1851,  in  Oley,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  Reformed  church  of  Oley,  at  the  age 
of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Oley 
Academy,  and  he  graduated  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege in  1874.  After  this  he  engaged  in  teaching  in  Ashland, 
Pa.,  for  five  years.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1879,  remaining  two  years.  He  completed  his  theological  course 
in  the  German  Reformed  Seminary  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  He  was 
licensed  in  May  1882  by  the  Goshenhoppen  Classis  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  U.  S.,  and  ordained  August  6,  1882,  by  the 
East  Pennsylvania  Classis  of  the  same  Church,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Reformed  church  of  Strouds- 
burg, Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released  April  14,  1888.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Reformed  church  of  Fayette,  N.  Y.,  from 
May  13,  1888,  to  February  1,  1900,  and  pastor  of  the  Re- 
formed church  of  Centre  Hall,  Pa.,  from  February  1,  1900,  to 
March  1,  1903.  After  this  he  engaged  in  business  at  the  Custom 
House  of  New  York  City  until  March  1929,  when  he  retired. 
He  died  June  6,  1929,  in  New  York  City,  of  a stroke  in  the 
78th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Fayette,  N.  Y. 

He  was  married  April  5,  1903,  in  New  York  City,  to  Mary 
Estelle  Acker,  who  survives  him. 

GEORGE  HARVEY  INGRAM, 

Son  of  Robert  and  Catherine  (Jacobs)  Ingram,  was  bom 
August  12,  1856,  in  Richland  County,  Ohio.  He  made  a public 
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confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Vine- 
land,  N.  J.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  public  schools  of  Vineland  and  under 
private  tutors,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in 
1880.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  and 
graduated  in  1883.  He  was  licensed,  April  20,  1882,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  West  Jersey,  and  ordained,  September  26,  1883, 
by  the  same  Presbytery.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches 
of  Holly  Beach  and  Green  Creek,  N.  J.,  from  September  1883 
to  June  1885;  pastor  of  the  church  of  Nanticoke,  Pa.,  from 
June  23,  1885,  to  November  20,  1888;  pastor  of  the  Fifth 
Church  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  from  February  13,  1889,  to  Jan- 
uary 4,  1904,  and  pastor  of  the  Walnut  Avenue  Church  of 
Trenton,  N.  J.,  from  January  11,  1904,  to  May  7,  1922.  At 
this  time  he  retired  from  the  pastorate  and  continued  his  resi- 
dence in  Trenton  until  his  death  there,  February  17,  1930,  of 
pneumonia  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Cemetery  of  the  Ewing  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  stated 
clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  from  1913  until 
his  death.  He  was  vice-moderator  of  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey 
in  1929;  secretary  of  the  Ministerial  Union  of  Trenton,  N.  J., 
from  1916  until  his  death,  and  executive  secretary  of  the 
Trenton  Council  of  Churches.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  New 
Jersey  Children’s  Home  Society,  1896-1906.  He  published: 
“The  Beginnings  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick” ; “The 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  Address,  Fifth  Presbyterian  Church, 
Trenton,  N.  J.”  1924,  and  other  articles  dealing  with  Presby- 
terian Church  history.  He  also  wrote  many  articles  for  the 
Journal  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society.  He  had  col- 
lected material  for  the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  He  was  unmarried. 
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JAMES  WALTER  LOWRIE,  D.D., 

Son  of  Reuben  Post  and  Amelia  Palmer  (Tuttle)  Lowrie,  was 
born  September  16,  1856,  in  Shanghai,  China.  He  made  a pub- 
lic confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
New  York  City  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  school  at  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1876.  He  engaged  in 
teaching  in  Madison,  N.  J.,  1877-80.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  the  latter  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1883.  He  was  licensed,  May  14,  1883,  by 
the  Presbytery  of  New  York  and  ordained,  June  3,  1883,  by  the 
same  Presbytery.  He  was  a foreign  missionary  in  Peking, 
China,  1883-91.  Returning  to  this  country,  he  was  stated  supply 
of  the  church  of  Longmont,  Colo.,  1892-93.  Returning  to 
China,  he  resumed  his  missionary  work  in  Paotingfu,  1894- 
1911,  and  in  Shanghai,  1911-1929.  He  then  retired  from  active 
service  and  resided  in  Paotingfu  until  his  death  there,  Jan- 
uary 27,  1930,  of  acute  bronchitis  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  Paotingfu,  China.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Princeton  University  in  1905.  He  was  the  first 
chairman  of  the  China  Council  of  Presbyterian  Missionaries, 
1910-25,  and  honorary  chairman  of  this  Council  from  1925 
until  his  death.  He  was  decorated  by  the  Chinese  government 
for  services  in  China  in  1903.  He  published  a pamphlet: 
“China’s  Only  Hope,  Christian  Youth,”  1912.  He  was 
unmarried. 

WILLIAM  CLOSSON  McGARVEY, 

Son  of  William  and  Jane  Elizabeth  (Closson)  McGarvey,  was 
born  November  30,  1854,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Warren  Street  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Chapel  of  Trenton,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory

studies  were  pursued  in  the  State  Normal  School  of  Trenton 
and  the  Model  School  of  the  same  city,  and  he  graduated  from 
Princeton  University  in  1880.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1883.  He  was  licensed,  April  11, 
1882,  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick  and  ordained, 
June  25,  1883,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Newton,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Belvidere,  N.  J., 
from  which  he  was  released,  April  11,  1888.  He  was  pastor  of 
the  West  Avenue  Church  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  from  October  23, 
1888,  to  June  30,  1896;  served  the  church  of  Tonawanda, 
N.  Y.,  as  pastor  elect,  from  April  1898  to  April  1906  and  the 
church  of  Alden,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  elect,  from  1906  to  1910. 
After  this  he  resided  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  until  his  death  there, 
November  30,  1928,  of  cancer  on  the  completion  of  his  75th 
year.  He  was  buried  in  the  Forest  Lawn  Cemetery  of  Buffalo. 
He  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Buffalo  from  1904 
until  his  death. 

He  was  twice  married:  (1)  September  27,  1882,  in  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  to  Jane  Elizabeth  Farrier,  who  died  March  n,  1895; 
(2)  June  27,  1899,  in  Tonawanda,  N.  Y.,  to  Henrietta  Pinner 
Sime,  who,  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  survives  him. 

ROBERT  HENRY  MYERS, 

Son  of  William  and  Ann  Jane  (Armstrong)  Myers,  was  born 
March  7,  1857,  in  Cavan,  Durham  County,  Ontario,  Canada. 
He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  Lakefield,  Canada,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  pre- 
paratory studies  were  pursued  in  the  Peterborough  High 
School,  Canada,  and  he  graduated  from  Toronto  University 
in  1880.  He  took  the  first  year  of  his  theological  course, 
1880-81,  in  Knox  College,  Toronto.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
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Princeton  in  1881  as  a middler,  he  completed  his  course  there, 
graduating  in  1883.  He  was  licensed  in  June  1883  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Lindsay  and  ordained,  December  27,  1883,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Paris  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  of  Nor- 
wich, Ontario,  Canada,  from  which  he  was  released  March  1, 
1894.  He  was  pastor  of  the  East  Church  of  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
from  April  6,  1894,  to  October  5,  1897;  pastor  of  the  church  of 
Emerado,  N.  Dak.,  from  March  17,  1898,  to  April  1,  1902; 
pastor  of  Knox  Church  of  Minto,  N.  Dak.,  from  April  1,  1902, 
to  April  15,  1906;  served  as  an  evangelist  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Pembina,  1906-07 ; was  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Milton, 
N.  Dak.,  1907-09 ; Presbyterial  evangelist  residing  in  Bis- 
marck, N.  Dak.,  1910-18;  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  La 
Moure,  N.  Dak.,  1919-25,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church  of 
Enfield,  111.,  1925-28.  After  this  he  served  the  Hillside  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Orange,  N.  J.,  as  a special  visitor  until  his 
death.  He  died  July  8,  1929,  in  New  York  City,  suddenly  after 
an  operation  in  the  73rd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Fairmount  Memorial  Cemetery  in  Newark,  N.  J.  He  was  stated 
clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Pembina,  1901-06,  and  permanent 
clerk  of  the  Synod  of  North  Dakota,  1903-08. 

He  was  married  April  23,  1884,  in  Brampton,  Ontario,  Can- 
ada, to  Sarah  Jane  Burnett,  who,  with  two  daughters,  survives 
him. 


WILLIAM  HERBERT  SPENCER, 

Son  of  Jeremiah  Fowler  and  Martha  (Spencer)  Spencer,  was 
born  June  6,  1855,  in  Great  Village,  Nova  Scotia,  Canada.  He 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Great  Village,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  prepara- 
tory studies  were  pursued  in  the  Pictou  Academy,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  he  graduated  from  Dalhousie  College,  Halifax,  in  1881. 
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Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
year,  he  remained  one  year.  He  completed  his  theological 
course  in  the  Presbyterian  College  of  Pine  Hill,  Halifax,  grad- 
uating in  1884.  He  was  licensed,  April  29,  1884,  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Halifax,  and  ordained,  October  2,  1884,  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Prince  Edward  Island,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Georgetown  and  Montague, 
P.  E.  I.,  and  was  released  from  the  Georgetown  church  April  1, 
1888,  and  continued  as  pastor  of  the  Montague  church  until 
1901.  He  became  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Cove  Head,  Brack- 
ley  Point  Road  and  St.  Peter’s  Road,  October  10,  1901,  and 
was  released  from  the  church  of  St.  Peter’s  Road,  July  1, 
1905,  continuing  as  pastor  of  the  other  two  churches  until  the 
fall  of  1914;  pastor  of  the  church  of  Waterville,  Nova  Scotia, 
1914-18;  augmentation  agent  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  1918-21,  and  pastor  of  St. 
Matthew’s  Church,  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  1921-24.  At 
this  time  he  retired  from  active  service  and  resided  in  Char- 
lottetown, P.  E.  I.,  until  his  death  there,  April  2,  1929,  sud- 
denly of  heart  failure  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  People’s  Cemetery  of  Charlottetown.  He  was 
moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of  Prince  Edward  Island  in  1891, 
and  a delegate  to  the  General  Assembly,  1889  and  1893. 

He  was  married  January  8,  1884,  in  Great  Village,  Nova 
Scotia,  to  Mary  Elvina  Peppard,  who,  with  two  sons  and  one 
daughter,  survives  him. 


EVERETT  ORR  McFARLAND, 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Orr)  McFarland,  was  born 
September  24,  1861,  in  Connoquenessing,  Pa.  He  made  a pub- 
lic confession  of  his  faith  in  the  United  Presbyterian  church 
of  New  Wilmington,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  pre- 
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paratory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Preparatory  Department 
of  Westminster  College,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  this  col- 
lege in  1882.  He  then  entered  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  remain- 
ing two  years.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1884  as 
a senior,  he  completed  his  course  there,  graduating  in  1885.  He 
was  licensed,  April  22,  1885,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabeth, 
and  ordained,  November  5,  1885,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chester, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Darby  First 
Church  of  Glenolden,  Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released  Octo- 
ber 5,  1891.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Bethany  Church  of  Newark, 
N.  J.,  from  October  9,  1891,  to  December  29,  1902.  After  this 
he  engaged  in  business  in  New  York  City  until  1913.  He  then 
resided  in  Cripple  Creek,  Colo.,  for  one  year ; in  Cambridge, 
Vt.,  for  two  years ; in  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.,  and  in  DeKalb 
Junction,  N.  Y.,  until  1920.

Son  of  Israel  and  Mary  Ann  (Hall)  Mclnnis,  was  born  Jan- 
uary 13,  1854,  in  Owen  Sound,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Collegiate  Institute

He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Cedar  Town, 
Ga.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.

Son  of  John  Long  and  Frances  (Van  Kleek)  MacNair,  was 
born  September  23,  1858,  in  Stone  Ridge,  N.  Y.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
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Watkins,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  Somerville,  N.  J.,  under  Dr.  Cornell  and  in 
Bedminster,  N.  J.,  under  his  father,  and  he  graduated  from 
Rutgers  University  in  1881.  He  then  spent  two  years  in  teach- 
ing.

Son  of  Abraham  and  Ellen  (Boyce)  Ottman,  was  born  August 
15,  1859,  in  Seward,  N.Y.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  First  Lutheran  Church  of  Albany,  N.Y.,  at  the  age 
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of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Albany 
High  School,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in  1883. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1883,  remaining  one 
year.  He  spent  the  following  year  in  the  Free  Church  College 
of  Edinburgh  and  the  University  of  Leipsic.  Returning  to 
Princeton  Seminary  as  a senior  in  1885,  he  completed  his  course 
there,  graduating  in  1886.

Son  of  Reuben  and  Lydia  Balch  (Tappan)  Langdon,  was  born 
December  25,  1861,  in  South  Orange,  N.J.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Fourth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church 
of  New  York  City,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory

Son  of  William  and  Harriet  Clark  (Watson)  Graham,  was  born 
January  16,  1867,  in  Bellevue,  Iowa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Du- 
buque, Iowa,  at  the  age  of  ten.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Dubuque  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from 
Princeton  University  in  1889.  He  then  spent  two  years  as 
instructor  in  Latin  and  Greek  in  Lenox  College,  Iowa.  Enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1891,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1894.  He  was  licensed,  Sep- 
tember 19,  1894,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Dubuque,  and  ordained, 
October  3,  1894,  by  the  same  Presbytery.  He  labored  as  a mis- 
sionary in  Bogota,  Colombia,  South  Americca,  from  January 
1895  to  March  1904.  Returning  to  this  country,  he  was  stated 
supply  of  the  Second  Church  of  Jonesboro,  Term.,  from  Novem- 
ber 1904  to  June  1905.
